An idea which any 
one order may believe, if advanced by one 
of another order, though in the same sense, 
is supposed to mean something different. 
Facts of this kind I have been able to gath- 
er {rom repeated experience, and observa- 
tion. 
Now, in order to know, were any of us | 
perfect judges of truth, how much error to 
attach to each name, it is necessary, first, | 
to know exactly what each order hold to, 
and the sense in which he holds his ideas;
